Exact  membership  qualifications 
were  discussed  and  an  acting  Board  of 
Directors  volunteered  to  determine  the 
members'  views  and  to  suggest  policy 
for  future  actions.  A questionnaire  to 
assist  the  Board  is  enclosed  and  your 
thoughts  will  be  used  to  form  Guild 
policies.

THE  PHOTO  CONTEST 

Tom  Becker,  shining  light  behind 
the  photo  contest,  achieved  a notable 
first  when  the  A.N.A.  allowed  the  photo 
entrants  to  be  exhibited  in  the  large 
room  allocated  for  official  entrants. 
This  cooperation  by  the  American  Numis- 
matic Association  was  extended  through- 
out the  meeting  and  merits  more  than  a 
word  of  thanks. 

The  photos  ranged  from  several  sur- 
realistic pictures  to  practical  commer- 
cial views.  In  general,  a high  plane  of 
photographic  excellence  and  creativity 
was  displayed.  First  place  was  given  to 
the  staff  photographer  of  the  Franklin 

Mint  for  a low  key  beautifully  detailed 
pictu re.

Krause  Publications  took  2nd  and  3rd 
place  with  quality  enlargements  indica- 
tive of  the  imagination  and  composition 
so  often  seen  in  the  work  of  their  staff 
photographers.

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CURATOR'S  NOTEBOOK 
Charles  R.  Hoskins,  N.L.G. 

Director,  Money  Museum 
National  Bank  of  Detroit 

Recently  the  Money  Museum  staff  attempted  to  list  all  sizeable  museums  in 
the  United  States  having  numismatic  exhibits.  Surprisingly,  we  found  more  than 
fifty  such  museums,  or  an  average  of  better  than  one  per  state  in  the  nation. 

Most  of  these  museums  give  only  two  or  three  display  cases  to  numismatic  mater- 
ial, but  there  are  several  striking  exceptions. 

Five  notable  collections  exhibited  on  the  east  coast  are  especially  worthy 
of  our  attention.  The  national  collection,  administered  by  two  of  the  nation's 
most  talented  and  scholarly  numismatists,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  V.  Clain-Stefanelli , is 
now  displayed  in  the  Hall  of  Monetary  History  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution's 
Museum  of  Science  and  Technology.  The  thirty  or  more  exhibits  in  the  hall  most 
effectively  present  to  the  viewer  the  entire  scope  of  monetary  history  from  pre- 
coinage currencies  of  the  Mediterranean  World  to  the  coins,  medals,  tokens  and 
paper  money  of  this  century. 

Another  outstanding  collection  in  the  same  area  is  featured  at  John  Hopkins 
University.  What  this  collection  may  lack  in  breadth  is  more  than  made  up  for  in 
its  quality.  Nowhere  else  in  the  nation  is  such  a fine  collection  of  early  Amer- 
ican coins  exhibited.  Many  of  the  Anglo-American  and  Spanish-American  colonial 
coins  in  the  collection  are  unique  or  are  the  finest  specimens  in  existence. 

A trip  to  New  York  to  see  the  various  numismatic  exhibits  there  is  well 
worth  the  time  of  all  serious  students  of  numismatics.  The  American  Numismatic 
Society,  just  fifteen  minutes  by  taxi  from  downtown  Manhattan,  devotes  two  large 
rooms  to  numismatic  displays.  One  room,  the  Hall  of  Medals,  offers  perhaps  thirty 
display  cases  showing  the  development  of  medallic  art  and  heraldry  from  the  Ro- 
man Imperial  period  to  the  twentieth  century. 

Across  a hallway  from  the  medallic  collection  is  the  Hall  of  Coins,  where 
many  of  the  most  significant  coins  in  history  are  shown  in  well -planned  exhibits. 
Classical  material  is  especially  well  represented  in  these  displays.  The  panels 
on  the  earliest  development  of  coinage  in  the  Greek  city-states  are  especially 
well  developed.  Numismatic  writers  viewing  these  displays  will  leave  with  many 
fresh  ideas  for  manuscripts  on  all  areas  of  monetary  and  medallic  history. 

The  Chas e-Manhattan  Bank  Money  Museum,  in  central  Manhattan,  presently  is 
being  remodelled  and  fresh,  interesting  exhibits  can  be  anticipated  in  the  near 
future.  This  museum's  exhibits  of  checks  signed  by  all  of  the  Presidents  of  the 
United  States,  of  famous  paintings  appearing  on  paper  money,  of  U.  S.  colonial  and 
pattern  coins,  and  of  coins  of  other  nations  have  long  held  the  interest  of  visitors. 
The  Chase-Manhattan  Money  Museum,  opened  in  the  1920's  with  Farran  Zerbe,  one  of 
the  most  prominent  numismatists  of  our  century,  as  curator,  is  the  oldest  bank- 
sponsored  museum  of  its  type  in  the  nation. 

Numismatists  interested  in  Twentieth  Century  United  States  coins,  medals  and 
sculpture  will  be  fascinated  by  the  museum  at  Medallic  Art  Company,  a block  from 
the  United  Nations  building.  Medallic  Art  Company  prepared  reductions,  galvanoes 
and  dies  for  new  U.  S.  coin  types  on  many  occasions  between  1900  and  1925.  A dis- 
play of  all  the  United  States  coin  types  produced  with  the  assistance  of  Medallic 
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Art  Company  is  featured  near  the  entrance  to  the  exhibit  hall. 

In  the  Midwest,  the  famed  Nate  S.  and  Ruth  B.  Shapero  Foundation  collection 
is  displayed  in  the  Money  Museum  of  National  Bank  of  Detroit.  This  modern,  airy 
museum  exhibits  the  broadest  collection  of  odd  and  curious  currencies  of  the 
world  to  be  seen  anywhere  in  North  America.  The  collection  of  world  coins  is  the 
finest  on  public  view  in  the  mid-section  of  the  country. 

Other  exhibit  cases  tell  of  the  history  of  inflation  as  reflected  in  coins 
and  paper  money,  the  history  of  U.  3.  coinage  and  coins  of  the  ancient  world.  The 
modern  coins  of  more  than  150  nations  are  featured  in  one  special  exhibit,  U.  S. 
and  world-wide  paper  money,  too,  is  displayed. 

The  plains  states  and  the  Rocky  Mountain  area  have  long  been  without  a major 
numismatic  exhibit,  except  for  the  outstanding  collection  in  the  Joslyn  Museum  in 
Onaha,  which  the  writer  has  not  yet  seen.  Soon,  however,  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  headquarters  museum  in  Colorado  Springs  will  be  completed,  and  the 
collection  to  be  assembled  and  exhibited  there  promises  to  one  of  the  finest  in 
the  nation  within  a few  decades.  Presently  the  museum  displays  travelling  exhibits 
loaned  to  the  association  by  large  firms  involved  in  numismatics. 

Numismatic  activity  on  the  We st  Coast,  and  especially  in  California,  has  been 
growing  rapidly  during  the  last  decade.  Consequently,  monetary  exhibits  are  just 
beginning  to  appear  in  that  area.  Two  financial  institutions  in  California  have  made 
space  available  for  numismatic  exhibits  assembled  by  collectors  and  dealers,  and 
doubtlessly  these  collections  will  become  increasingly  significant  as  time  goes  by. 

The  writer  is  tempted  to  carry  this  discussion  on  to  include  exhibits  in  other 
lands,  but  to  do  so  would  require  far  more  space  than  is  available  here.  But  permit 
me  to  say  only  that  numismatic  exhibits  have  been  featured  in  museums  elsewhere  far 
longer  than  in  the  United  States. 

American  institutions  are  rapidly  closing  the  gap  with  European  museums.  Every 
year  two  or  three  groups  of  officials  from  industrial  and  financial  organizations 
elsewhere  in  this  country  come  to  the  NBD  Money  xviuseum  to  study  our  exhibits  as  they 
consider  plans  for  museums  of  their  own.  Presently  one  large  southern  bank  is  plan- 
ning a money  museum  which  should  open  in  two  to  three  years.  It  is  alreadv  building 
its  collection  at  a rapid  rate. 

By  the  end  of  this  century,  the  number  of  monetary  history  exhibits  certainly 
will  increase  two  or  three  fold.  Hopefully,  every  American  will  be  within  a one  or 
two  hour  drive  from  a notable  public  exhibit  of  coins,  currency,  medals,  tokens  and 
other  media  of  exchange.  Numismatics  offers  us  an  unlimited  source  of  historical  in- 
formation. Those  who  understand  the  numismatic  lessons  of  the  past  are  better  pre- 
pared to  understand  the  monetary  trends  of  the  future.
